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Fence Regulations 
Passed by GVHC 

The new official Greenbelt Vet¬ 
eran Housing Corporation regula¬ 
tions relating to the erection of 
fences around the grquds of GVHC 
homeowners are listed below. The 
regulations were passed by the 
GVHC board of directors at their 
meeting of August 27, 1954, at 
which time the new fules became 
effective. Fences erected before 
that date are not affected. 

1. Fence Posts - Wood posts shall 
be treated with wood preservative, 
such as creosote or a marketed 
wood preservative. Posts shall be 
placed perfectly upright, set in 
concrete, or deep enough to se¬ 
curely hold fence from sagging. 
Maximum post height is forty-two 
inches, or not over three inches 
above fence level. (Posts made of 
saplings or tree branches are not 
acceptable.) 

2. Fences - All wood fences must 
be painted or wood treated, if of 
rustic desoign. They must pre¬ 
sent a neat, finished appearance. 
The lumber must be smooth on all 
sides. Diagonal bracing of corn¬ 
ers is recommended. Wood picket 
fences are approved with the pro¬ 
vision that the picket top be 
rounded or flat. Estate or ranch 
type fences are approved, provid¬ 
ed that they are constructed in a 
first class workmanship manner 
and are in full accord with that 
design of fence; the rails must be 
of yard lumber, the number of 
which will vary according to their 
width. (Hitching post type fences 
made from saplings are not per¬ 
mitted hereafter.) Solid board 
fences are not permitted except as 
specifically approved by the Man¬ 
agement. Wood and wire fences 
similar to snow fences are not per¬ 
mitted. Wire fences of galvanized 
woven or welded wire shall be not 
lighter than 14 gauge wire. (Hea¬ 
vier gauge wire such as 12 gauge 
or 11 gauge is recommended.) A 
top rail is required for fences of 
this design because of the unsight¬ 
ly appearance caused by. sagging. 
Chain link fencing is approved. 
While a top rail is not specified 
for rigidity, it is recommended 
against injury to the flesh. Poul- 

' try fencing or poultry netting, 
farm or stock fencing, and barbed 
wire fencing is not permitted. 
(Lawn or garden fencing should 
be specified at the time of pur¬ 
chase.)' 

3. Grass protection and flower 
bed fences - The above specifica¬ 
tions are not include small lawn 
protection or flower bed fencing of 
not over eighteen inches in height. 

4. Upkeep and other - Fences 
may look attractive upon erection 
but can become unsightly if not 
given proper care. Each member 
installing a fence *is therefore re¬ 
quired to keep the fence and fence 
posts well painted, taut and in 
good repair. Fences that are not 
covered in these spedifications will 
require the submittifm of them for 
approval.

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Greenbelt Thanks Abe Chasanow 

The Cooperator, along with the rest of Greenbelt, shares in 
the rejoicing over the Navy’s decision in the Chasanow case. The 
Washington press and the Chasanow’s themselves have publicly 
thanked the Navy, for its forthright action in correcting what it 
has officially called a “grave injustice.” The Chasanows have 
also made it a point to express their gratitude for the manner in 
which their Greenbelt neighbors and friends continued to support 
and have faith in them throughout the long 13-month ordeal. The 
Cooperator, however, believes that it is just as appropriate, if not 
more so, for the citizens of this community to thank Abe Chasa¬ 
now for the service he has rendered them, and we take this oppor¬ 
tunity to do so. 

Although it is true that his acquittal has removed a blot from 
Greenbelt, as City Manager McDonald has aptly stated, we feel 
that Chasanow’s expensive and arduous fight in defense of his 
reputation has succeeded in doing more than that. As a result of 
his persistence, the government workers of Greenbelt no longer 
have the nervous feeling that they, too, might fall prey to spite 
and malicious reports. Months ago many Greenbelters knew what 
the Navy had to learn the hard way — that the case against Chas¬ 
anow could be easily disproved by one thorough investigation. 
Most of us, bewildered that such charges were considered serious¬ 
ly, felt that we dared not jeopardize our government jobs by 
voicing publicly our own disbelief. Many felt that if a man could 
be dismissed from his government job on the basis of groundless 
accusations, then any one of us was vulnerable. 

Fortunately, Greenbelt has civic leaders who were willing and 
eager to speak for us and did so effectively. However, even that 
action would not have been possible if Chasanow had not chosen 
to fight his case to the end. It might have been simpler to resign 
quietly and devote his time and energy to law practice. The net 
result might well have been to cloud Greenbelt’s reputation in the 
eyes of the government and to make each federal employee re¬ 
siding here suspect. The damage to the morale of this community, 
as we pointed out editorially in April, could have been enormous. 

None of this happened because Abe Chasanow evidently be¬ 
lieved that traditional American fair play and justice would not 
allow this wrong to be committed, once it was clearly pointed out. 
Some, more cynical and with less faith in God and their fellow 
men, might have considered it a gamble not worth the risk. Chas¬ 
anow had both the courage and determination to attempt to clear 
his good name. In this case, it meant also clearing the good namd 
of Greenbelt. And so he won—and now Greenbelt no longer lives 
in the shadow of despair.

School reopened Tuesday bring¬ 
ing to an end the long summer 
holiday. The faculties of our lo¬ 
cal schools are working like tro¬ 
jans, setting up classes, register¬ 
ing late entrants and doing the 
million and one things that mean 
the beginning of a new school 
term. 

Center school has four new 
teachers, replacements for teach¬ 
ers who left the end of last term. 
Mrs. Irene Ciccarelli will teach 
First and Second grades and Mrs. 
Carlyn C. Lakin will teach Second 
grade! Mrs. Louise Pickert will 
be the new Music teacher and Miss 
Patricia Feld the i\ew Phy*icaJ 
Education instructor. As yet, fi¬ 
gures on present enrollment are 
not forthcoming but next week 
should find classes fairly well set 
up and enrollment figures avail¬ 
able. Miss Long, principal, fishes 
to announce that the school 'cafe¬ 
teria will open Monday, Septem¬ 
ber 13. 

The Greenbelt Junior High will 
have a drop in their enrollment. 
Whereas last year there were 
around 900 students registered, 
this year’s enrollment should to¬ 
tal approximately 700. Students 
are still registering and. Tuesday 
saw 35 new students seeking en¬ 
rollment. According to the Jun¬ 
ior High’s new principal Francis 
Furgang, the teacher load per 
class wil approximate that of last 
year, even though enrollment is 
down. 

Alan Chotiner, formerly princi¬ 
pal of our Junior High and now 
principal of ? the new High Point 
Jr.-Sr.High School, is very enthu¬ 
siastic over the new school and its 
facilities. Students viewing the 
new school for the first time also 
showed much enthusiasm. Enroll¬ 
ment as of Tuesday stood at 1,351 
and according to Mr. Chotiner, 
should reach 1,400 students. 

The school boasts 53 classrooms, 
part of which are Shop classrooms, 
a Library which can seat from 175- 
200 students and a Cafeteria which 
can handle 500 at each serving. 
There is also a large modern Gym¬ 
nasium, with bleacher seats which 
can take care of 1000 students at 
a basketball game. And for the 
first time in this County, the school 
will have a full time registered 
nurse on duty. There are only 
seven other large high schoofltf 
which have a nurse in atttendance 
at all times.

There 
is also a large parking area which 
can take care of additional cars at 
school functions as well as every¬ 
day parking. The school as such 
is not complete and another wing 
will be added in the future.

TUBES. Tube testers can only 
/ indicate the difference between the 
characteristics of the tube under 
test, and the standard for that 
particular type of tube. An actual 
operating test in your TV will give 
the best indication of the tube’s 
worth for your particular set. 

The circuit components i.e. re¬ 
sisters - capacitators - tubes, etc., 
change in tfreir functioned values 
with age - overloads due to light¬ 
ning, fluctuations in power line 
voltage can so damage compon¬ 
ents as to make, them out of bal¬ 
ance or mismatched. In Greenbelt 
the power line by actual check has 
a range of voltage from 103AC to 
132V.AC. When the line is loaded 
down with lights, oil burners, 
stoves, etc., the current is low and 
your picture not so bright. Line 
voltage also affects the width of 
your picture and when this condi¬ 
tion cannot be remedied by your 
horizontal adjustments (width, 
drive and linearity) or by replace¬ 
ment of power rectifier tubes, be¬ 
fore condemning your set, check 
your line voltage. That is often 
the villain that no technician (TV 
and Radio) can adjust—it's no 
fault of your set. 

A surge in the line voltage, when 
the voltage jumps up again there 
is a proportionate increase in the 
pulse voltage at the plate of the 
HV rectifier tube, this has been 
known to cause a flash over from 
the HV Tube cap and cause an arc 
which will maintain itself, once 
the breakdown occurs. 

A fluctuation of AC voltage in 
your power line from 113V to 117v, 
or only four volts will raise the 
HV (high voltage DC) in your set 
from 14,450 volts dc. to 15,000 volts 
d.c. - This will explain some of the 
causes of the parts in your set 
changing in values and often be¬ 
coming a source of danger to other 
expensive parts r - this- will -also* c ?r-- 
pl^ain to some degree why a new 
tube with characteristics perfect 
for its type, will not operate prop 7 
erly in your set. It’s mismatched 
with other parts that have lost 
much of .their values. It also ex¬ 
plains why many technicians*, use 
the so called substitution system, 
to obtain a tube of the type needed 
Ibest suited to your TV’s require¬ 
ments. 

Another reason why technicians' 
use substition, is, it’s much 
quicker,- as from his training and 
.experience he knows from symp¬ 
tom^ which tubes are likely to be 
causing your trouble. Another 
reason is laziness (?) or lack of 
an efficient tester. The great ob¬ 
jection to the substitution method 
is, neither the technician (service 
man) or the customer, gets any 
indication of the condition of the 
possible 17 to 30 tubes in the set, 
other than the ones changed, and 
it s also possible that the tube sub- 

1 makeS a better match 
With other weak parts in your set 

because it too, is old and weak. 
That is why all tubes should be 
carefully checked and question¬ 
able ones replaced. This is the 
only assurance a set owner has 
that he will not be calling in the 
service man again SOON. The 
customer gets only the service 
man’s word that the tube needs 
replacing, nothing to convince 
him. A tube tester is generally 
marked GOOD—BAD and requires 
no technical knowledge to under¬ 
stand if manipulated properly. It 
is suggested that every TV owner 
has his set checked every year— 
that means under the chassis as 
well as on top—by a reliable tech¬ 
nician, with a full complement of 
instruments to do a thorough job, 
just as you have your tires in¬ 
spected to avoid possible blowouts 
and expensive accidents. Should 
you have tubes changed in your 
home - insist on having the tubes 
removed left with you. Then have 
them checked properly for your¬ 
self. Remember 85 percent of all 
TV troubles are in your antenna 
and tubes, and your set is depend¬ 
ing upon them to reproduce for 
your entertainment the many va¬ 
ried programs on the air. TV and 
Radio are the cheapest entertain¬ 
ment we have. Treat them right. 


The dynamic cooperative hous¬ 
ing boys who have been so very 
busy these last two years building 
many new cooperative houses in 
Greenbelt are gradually reaching 
(the hard way) the fairly obvious 
conclusion that people prefer to 
“own their own house and lot” in 
fee simple rather than be tied up 
in a mutual housing deal. J not 
only could have, but I did, tell 
them that simple truth many 
moons ago. I wish Greenbelt had 
been sold on a more individual 
ownership and less mutual hous¬ 
ing basis as I thought it could have 
been. But certain individuals 
then on the Board (most of whom 
have since gone out and bought a 
house and lot in fee simple) insist¬ 
ed on cooperative housing. So 
here we are all happily bound to¬ 
gether in GVHC. 

Of course, the truth of the mat¬ 
ter is that despite the prime ap¬ 
peal of fee simple ownership there 
are many advantages as well as 
many disadvantages in a soundly 
organized and sensibly managed, 
mutual. GVHC could have been 
much more soundly organized but 
that’s water over the dam now. 
Our job today is to make sure that 
it is sensibly managed; not as a 
cooperative dream but as efficient 
business to provide the best hous¬ 
ing deal for its members. I think 
we are gradually moving in that 
direction, despite some usual ob¬ 
stacles. 

' The Management Improvement 
Committee, working closely with 
the GVHC manager, devised <and 
developed a post card check-up 
procedure on service calls. The 
maintenance staff has cooperated 
wonderfully and the results so far 
have been very gratifying. A 
great majority of the returns 
show that maintenance service is 
performed promptly, efficiently 
and satisfactorily. This system 
will serve to keep the maintenance 
staff proudly on their toes, and 
keep the manager and the Board 
advised of unusual complaints. 
Some cooperators are' unhappy, 
however, because the committee 
'didn’t have ten or fifteen meetings 
about it before putting it into ef¬ 
fect. 

* * * 

One of my dice shooting friends 
said, “The Cooperator surely made 
four on s you the hard way”. He 
.was-referring to my absence from 
two. regular Board meetings, one 
special meejting ’ I didn’t even 
know about, and one quarterly 
membership* meeting which I 
plumb forgot. My absence from 
the quarterly meeting has* con¬ 
vinced the rest - of the Board that 
they made a mistake in attend¬ 
ing and now they are suggesting 
that we eliminate quarterly meet¬ 
ings. Maybe if I continue to be 
absent from special Board meet¬ 
ings they will realize that we can 
and should do all our business at 
regular Board meetings.

Health For All 

They Call Me Stupid 

,Billy doesn’t want, fco go to school. 
He goes off on a bright September 
morning dnagged by his older sis¬ 
ter, protesting all the way. Once 
he gets there he may not stay. His 
excuse, “They call me stupid.” 

Billy is an attractive, lively 
youngster, but after' two years in 
school he feels he is a failure at 
“book” work. There are thousands 
of boys and girls like him failing 
in school today because they •'are 
bafgly able to read. Their natural 
intelligence has had no" chance to 
function. , 

Recognizing the problem is half 
the battle. Because of busy teach¬ 
ers with oversized classes, reading 
defects may not be noticed in 
class, but there are several signs 
parents can watch for. If a child 
moves his lips while reading, al¬ 
ways follows words with his fin¬ 
ger, holds the book exceptionally 
close, insists he hates reading, con¬ 
centrates on comics, lisps or stut¬ 
ters, he may have a reading prob¬ 
lem. 

If your child shows any of these 
signs, a trip to the oculist for a 
thorough eye examination comes 
first. If there are no serious eye 
defects, his difficulty may be the 
result of an emotional or physical 
upset in his early school years—a 
broken home, death in the family, 
changing schools, or a serious ill¬ 
ness. Or he may have been forced 
to learn to read too early. 

Find out if there is a reading 
clinic at a college or university 
near enough for yqu to pay at 
least one visit with the child for 
diagnosis of his problem and for 
advice on helping him. Most re¬ 
medial reading techniques can be
